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The paper contains data on 9 species of Mesoveliidae, Veliidae, and Gerridae from Hokkai- 
do. Mesovelia thermalis Horv. is recorded from Hokkaido for the first time.

Semiaquatic bugs were collected during late sum- 
mer 1997 in south-eastern part of Hokkaido on 
large saucer-lake at the left side of the Ishikari 
R. in northern part of Sapporo (Ainosato) and in 
the Aoyama R. valley (10 km N of Tobetsu town). 
Some specimens from other localities in Hokkai- 
do are included as well.

According to M. Hayashi (pers. comm.), 
this is the first record for Hokkaido, previously 
this Euro-Siberian species has been recorded in 
Japan from Honshu (up to the northernmost part) 
and Shikoku.

current. The bugs were rather numerous, but very 
nimble, that strongly complicated their collect- 
ing by sweeping net.
